Barbarisms in Speech. 

A few years ago, a celebrated Doctor of Di- 
vinity set forth the somewhat startling propo 
sition, that “emigration tends to barbarism.’ 
His select metropolitan audience looked smil- 
ngly incredulous. The eager newspapers caught 
up the idea and prated it asthe best joke of 
the season. Up started a whole squadron of 
critics, who belabored the preacher unmerci- 
fully for such a slight on American intelli- 
gence ; for he had not shrunk from applying 
the principle to ovr own mnci: ovusted nation, 
Our emigrants turning barbarians! Our wide 
territories in danger of becoming homes for un- 
civilized white men! It was insultingly ab- 
surd. It was all stuffand moonshine. 

With the general truth of the Doctor's pro. 
position, I have nothing todo. But it forms 
a book on which to hang a single illustrated 

ught. There are barbarisms in speech ; and 
oe Californian emigration, at least, shows 
a very decided tendency. There are every. 
where some, who, from a lack of culture ora 
sublime indifference to small matters, twist and 
torture their words. Inno city or town of 


this land, however refined, can you be sure of 


hearing the Queen’s English treated with per- 
fect politeness ; while many maltreat and “mor 
der” it. But in any part of our older States 
you may find some who put it to a correct nse; 
matical conscience are by no means seared 
to the sixth commandment. And grammati- 
cal accuracy is held to be a mark of good breed- 
Not as an arbitrary requirement of fash- 
ion, but it is right in itself. If language is 
worth anything, it is most valuable in its best 
estate. Itisa mental coin which needs no al- 
loy to fit it‘for currency. It is best when pur- 
est ; every admixture is a real debasement, and 
injures it for use. Language gives outward 
form, expression, tothought. But it is pot 
simply product. It is reabsorbed, and be 
somes the mind’s engine with which to work. 
We think with words mentally spoken or writ- 
ten, and hence, if you lose accuracy of language 
—we shall also lose accuracy and clearness of 
thought. If we let the engine grow rusty, it 
can not but turn off inferior work. 

Exact speech, then, isnot a mere nicety, an 
over-refinement, just as well dispensed with as 
pot. It is valuable in itself. Every one should 
attain it, as far as he can. 

Even if it were valueless, we must have it, 
jp refined and cultured society. That is the 
decree of high civilization ; a decree we can- 
pot reverse. And where grammar dies out, 
there is, in at least one point, a letting down of 
the civilized standard—there is at least one 

to barbarism. 

That barbarisms of speech abound in our 
new State, cannot well be denied. I speak not 
of pet by-words and provincialisms—« nary 
one” of them. They may be used toa ridicul- 
ous extent ; yet they are understood to be priv- 
ileged and exceptional. I refer to direct as- 
saults on English grammar, where neither 
force nor fun is gainer. 

The use of done for did is one of the worst, 
because so common and so unpardonable. Re 
fined and intelligent ladies, who boast of a gp. 
ished education,—men trained to the learn; 
professions, seem unable to resist this conta-

er, appalled 
child, “ Can’t see why he done it.” “I done 


"5 great deal yesterday,” says the coquetting

eloquent\pleader, “my client done no such 
thing.” ‘The intelligent merchant avers that

Pooor Did! You are fast growing obso- 
lete. You aredeemed far too “imperfect " for 
your wonted office. Soon our model scholars 
will be heard asking, “ Done you see that me- 
teor last night?” Our pattern editors will 
stamp a logical dilemma on the winged sheet 
in a form like this: “ All we ask our opponents 
is, done it, or done it not, stand in their plat- 
form?” Alas, did! You cannot longers erve 
in the great Captain Do's company. You 
are court-martialled ; and if you even again se- 
cure a commission, it will be by suffering a 
radical metamorphosis,—you must be “ taken 
in and done for.” 

This is but aspecimen word. It were easy 
to add others : to tell of the man who “knowed 
Mr.S. back in the States ;” of the spruce 
dandy who says, with his most captivating 
swile, “1 seen you last evening at the concert;’ 
of the pretty and very companionable young 
lady who declares,“ 1 have never saw such 
weather before in California.” But I for- 
bear. 

Will not intelligent and educated Califor- 
nians bavea little more reverence for their 
“mother tongue?” She consents to gambol 
with us sometimes, going on all-fours and put- 
ting herself in grotesque attitudes for our 
amusement. But in her serioos moments, when 
she is intent on business, or earnest in elo- 
quence, or maintaining the old and dignified 
social proprieties, she deserves better of us 
than to be rudely jostled and pinched and _buf- 
feted. Look out for barbarisms in speech !

Revivals—Past and Present. 


The revival of religion is an important event 
in the history of any community. Usually it 
produces two results—the edification of Chris- 
tians in faith and love, and the conversion of 
sinners. Both these results claim to be of great 
importance, and they are all they claim to be. 
If we inspect the history of ehurches in this 
country, we shall find that the most of their 
members were inclined to unite with the visi- 
ble Church in seasons of revival. Had it not 
been for these times of refreshing, to all human 
appearanee thousands who have been, or who 
are now, shining lights in the Church, would 
have been stillin the world. Nay, more, to all 
human appearance bundreds of churches would 
have become extinct but for these harvest sea- 
sons. Other hundreds of churches may trace 
their beginning to revivals. If we take the 
catalogue of the ministers and missionaries in 
Presbyterian and Congregational churches, 
we are surprised at the large proportion of 
them converted in revivals. It has been said that 
the revivals which swept over New England 
and the Middle States after the American 
Board had fairly inaugurated the work of for- 
eigo misssons, furnished a very large propor- 
tion of the missionaries sent out by that and 
kindred societies. The young men converted 
in those revivals in the churches and in our ed- 
ucational institutions, have preached Christ in 
Burmah, Hindostan, Turkey, the Islands of the 
Sea, and China. They have taught the way 
of salvation on the bavks of the Ganges, and 
the Jordan, among the mountains of Persia and 
of India. No human mind can comprehend 
what an unspeakable evil would have fallen or 
the American Church had it not been visited 
with the revivals which are so closely associa- 
ted with the names ot Griffin and Richards, and 
Nettleton and Patterson, Alexander and Hnm- 
phrey, and Beecher, and men of their class and 
generation ; revivals which ran buck halfa ceu- 
tury and almost miraculously increased the 
number and strength of the Calvioistic church- 
es of this country. If we examine closely the 
history of the churches at the South, the same 
fact is constantly pressing itself on our notice. 
Let any one carefully examine the Life of Dr- 
Alexander Foote’s sketches of North Carolina 
and Virginia, the admirable portraits which 
Dr. Hill of Winchester hes drawn of some of 
his famous cotemporaries in Virginia, or the re_ 
jigious newspapers for the last thirty years, se- 
lecting the parts which describe the founding 
and the growth of churches in the Southern 
States, and he will see that but for the revi" 
vals which God sent, these churches would now 
number only by tens where they are numbered 
by hundreds. In fact, these great awakenings 
in the country districts of the South, which are 
sparsely settled were the means of drawiog mul- 
titudes to the places of worship who could not 
have been moved by any other cause, North 
and South, East and West, in Chicago and 
New Orleans, St. Louis and Boston, Charles- 
ton and Cincinnati, New York and San Fran- 
cisco, revivals have been to the churches like 
the annual overflowings of the Nile. 

The present day is not entirely destitute of 
revivals. Every year there is occasiou to chron- 
iclesome works of grace which in power bear 
striking resemblance to those of 1808, 1818, and 
1832. And yet even the most powerful revi- 
vals in our day seem to be almost exclusively 
local, confined toa single congregation, and 
often toa single district of » congregation. 
Take the minutes of the Old Synod of New 
York and New Jersey, or the lives of Nettle- 
ton and Griffin, or the newspapers of the day, 
and it will be seen that this was not the case in 
former times. Jf a revival rolled its stream 
of living water through Newark, by some 
means or other the same limpid flood would be 
found flowing through the neighboring churches 
of Orange, Bloomfield and Elizabethtown. If 
the shower of mercy was poured out on the 
Old Hartford First Church, or the Old South 
at Boston, or the First Church at Philadel- 
phia, it spread and poured out the same saving 
mercy on the churches in the vicinity. Na- 
merous illustrations might be given to show 
how revivals spread from place to place until 
the churches in large sections had been visited. 

Why the difference? Was there anything 
essentially wrong in the revivals of 1818 and 
1833 which we iv our enlightenment are able to 
avoid? Or was there in those days some element 
of power which we in this day lack? He would 
be a bold man who would decry the revivals up- 
der Griffin and Richards in Newark,King and 
Kanouse in the Presbytery of Rockaway, Net- 
tleton and Hawes, and Beecher, in New Eb- 
gland ; and be a very dull christian who does 


not desire that we should again have revivals 
“ religion which should become, as it were, 
Daticnal, or at least so wide in their influences 


, | #8 t0 affect large sections. A few days since, 


& veteran minister was discoursing to his youn- 
ger brethren at 9 Presbyterian morning pray- 
er meeting and two very striking things did he 
say which bear 00 the point before us. Said 
he, “In such a year thechurch in W., had @ 
revival of such power andextent that I never 


| 
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met the converts of that revival East and West 
and North and South. More than a bundred 
stood up in the church at one time to makea 
public profession. You ask me if any pecu- 
liar instrumentalities were employed? Some 
of us felt that we must have a revival, and we 
prepared for it. We appointed a time for pub- 
lic meetings nearly three months beforehand, 
when people would have leisure. I preached 
about it and prayed about it in the pulpit ; we 
all talked and prayed about it in our social 
meetings and families. We invited neighbor- 
ing ministers and christians to come over and 
help us, assuring them of a welcome. Well 
the long expected time came. The churches 
in the vicinity were well represented. Sever- 
al ministers were present. The people turned 
out en masse. The church would not hold them, 
80 that about every window and door there 
were crowds. Ina little while we saw how 
it may be that “the kingdom of heaven suffer- 
eth violence, and the violent taketh it by 
force.” The power of God was conspicuous 
in converting souls by scores. The large 
numbers who joined our church did not in- 
clude all the converts, many of whom were 
from other churches. When they return- 
ed home they carried a revival with them.— 
Brethren, our power was not in remarkable 
preaching, but under God and only by his effi- 
cient mercy, our power in that revival was in 
preparing the way of the Lord among ourselves, 
and in the living sympathy we had from our 
sister churches. There was not a church in the re- 
gion which did not help us and pray for us, 
and which did not share in the blessing !”— 
The good man warming up with the ani- 
mating memories of those “years of $the 
right hand of the Most High,” proceeded to 
tell us how Griffinand Richards, and McDow- 
ell and their brethren carried the holy fire of 
revival from church to church, and from town 
to town, by going out “two and two” to preach 
Christ, “beginning at the Jerusalem ” of some 
revived church. In this way these men preach- 
ed the gospel to multitudes assembled at Mad- 
ison, Mendbam, Rockaway, Newfoundland, aud 
ffavelled over the mountains of Northern New 
Jersey, leaving moral imprints on the commu- 
nities they visited which may be seen to this 
day- He expressed the fear that we are griev- 
ing the Spirit of God by looking back at those 
wevivals as peculiar to an unenlightened, and 
even fanatical period, but as altogether unfit 
for our day and circumstances. The stress of 
his fervent recital was laid upon preparing the 
way for a revival, and upon bringing the unt- 
ted sympathies and prayers of churches in 
one section to bear ona particular locality.— 
In this way that ‘particular locality became 
the centre from which the holy fire was car- 
ried to other places to be fanned ioto a flame 
by the same kind of preparation and concert 
of action. Let the churches and ministers 
give the wise old man’s words a prayerful hear- 
ing, and if possible carry them out in practice. 
It may be that the Lord will repeat for us the 
days of which our friend speaks so gratefully.

There,are thousands of religious books pub-~ 
lished in our times, in which there is every- 
thing except the cross. They are fuli of div 
rections about sacraments, and praises of the 
Charch. They = in exhortations abont 
holy living, and rules for the attainment of 
perfection. They have plenty of fonts and 
crosses, both inside and outside. But the real 
cross of Christ is left out. The Saviour and 


his dying love are either not mentioned, or“ 


mentioned in an unscriptural way. And hence 
they are worse than useless. Reader, beware 
of such books. They ure not apostolic. They 
would never have satisfied Paul. 

Reader, St. Paul gloried in nothing but the 
cross. Strive to be like him. Set Jesus crus 
cified fally before the eyes of your soul. List~ 
en pot to any teaching which would interpose 
anything between you and him. Do not fall 
into the old Galatian error. Think not that 
soy onein this is a better guide than the 
Apostles. Do not be ashamed of the old 
paths, in which menjwalked who were inspir- 
ed by the Holy Ghost. Let not the vague 
talk of men, who speak great swelling words 
about catholicity, and the Ohurcb, and the 
Ministry, disturb your peace and make you 
loose your band from the cross. CUburches, 
ministers, and sacraments, are all useful in their 
way, but they are not Christ cified. Do 
not give Christ’s honor to anothe®: “ He that 
glorieth, let him glory in the Lord.”

Dear Breturen THE Lorp :—I have re- 
ceived your letters of July last. containing an 
invitation to me to visit America to deliver a 
course of lectures upon the Reformation. 

I feel very wurmly the honor of that invita- 
tion, and of some others of the same kind. I 

m happy to understand that the history of 
our ble-sed Reformation is so extensively 
known in your country, and I you to ac 
: cept the expression of my Christian gratitude. 
Bat my desire to see America, her people, her 


| churches, has always met with great and nu- 


merous difficulties. 
It is true that some of my European friends 
have insisted, (ever since I have received your 
letter,) on the suitableness of a journey to 
America. “Your work,” they say, “had in 
no country, so great success as in America ; its 
influence on the different denominations, on 
the general church, on the social strength and 
prosperity of the United States, has been 
great; and, nevertheless the profit of that 
work for you, has been far less in America than 
in any other country. ‘The copyright of a 
work so popular, so disseminated, would be in 
France, at least $10,000 a volume,—namely, 
$50,000 for the five volumes,andyou have receiv- 
ed jittie or nothing. The American law protects 
only the American authors, but, (contradicto- 
ry to the precept of the Scripture,) not the 
strangers ; in going to America you may ob- 
tain the right of citizenship which has been 
given to you in Edinburgh, or make some oth- 
er arrangements, useful to you.” 
Such has been the advice of some of my 
best friends. It is true that according to the 
custom and the law of the Continent, I have 
made by the blessing of God, to the American 
reading people, a gift, perhaps, of some worth, 
but lam proud to have among my debtors, 
(spiritually, and even temporally,) such a great, 
rich and generous nation. It is true that, just 
at this moment, the Genera Government is 
about, (for the embellishment of the yay 
to expel me from the house, the villa where 
was born, if | do not paya large sum which I 
have not, (nearly $20,000,) but I may rather 
comfort myself with the hope that we have a 
permanent house in heaven. 
There are, at every time, difficulties in the 
way of my leaving the College of Divinity, 
where | am Protessor and President, but it 1s 
far more difficult this year, when my colleague, 
Dr. Gaupeo, is suffering from a severe acci» 
dent, and is obliged to interrupt his lectures. 
I bave still some distavt bope that God 
may Open to me, another year, the way to 
America; but if lam not able to see your 
country, I sball comfort myself with the bum- 
ble assurance of having, by the grace of God, 
from the city of Calvin, done some to 
your Cbristian nation. I may not find in 
America, the just, the lawful reward which I 
have found in other countries, in France and 
Great Britain, bat I know that some people 
have been converted and saved among you, by 
the reading of my history, I know the value 
of a single soul, which is more precious than 
the whole world, und I give thanks to our 
7 that be bas given to me that celestial re- 
ward. 
Allow me, dear and honored brethren, to 
ask the blessing of God on you, and on your 
churches. May tke sublime doctrines of 
Scripture have always in America a bold 

rominence! May a svund and living faith, 
in the atoning death, and the glorious presence 
of Christ our Lord, be always the golden pil- 
lar ~ which your church and your nation 
rests

Beethoven's personal appearance. 


We take this pen-portrait of the great com- 
poser from a late number of the Musical 
Journal :—Of Beethoven's outward appesrs 
ance, one of his friends sketches a visible por- 
trait in these words: ‘ He was five feet four 
inches (Vienna measure) in beight, of compact 
and sturdy frame, as well as powerful muscles. 
His bead was uncommonly large, covered with 
long, svarly, almost entirely gray hair, which 
not seldom hung in disorder about his head. 
His forebead was high and broad ; his small 
brown eye in smiling drew back almost into 
his head. But suddenly it dilated to uncom- 
mon size, and either rolled and flashed about, 
the pupil almost always turned upwards, 
or it did not move at ali, and lovked fixedly 
before him, if any idea got possession of him. 
At such times his whole outward appearance 
ubderwent a sudden change, and wore a visi- 
bly inspired and imposing aspect, so that his 
little form seemed to lift itself upward like a 
giant.’ In this insignificant bodily nusk dwe't 
a beautiful soul. From the indications ak 
reidy given of Beethoven's character, it is 
plain that he was a thoroughly noble man en- 
dowed with the most loving heart. All that 
appeared to him false, low, immoral, or unjust, 
he hated in bis deepest soul. But, on the otb- 
er hand, worldly prudence and knowledge of 
men were wholly strange things to him. It 
has already been mentioned several times how 
easily he flew into a passion, and thereby did 
crying injastice to his best and truest friends, 
merely because he either saw things in a false 
light, or he had been excited and made mis~ 
trustful by ill-meaning persons. Fortunately 
however, he soon recognized his own injustice, 
and was the first to hold out the hand of re- 
conciliation.”

What the Ancients Thought. | 


THEIR CURIOUS NOTIONS. 
The ancient Greek philosophers had some 
wild ideas about astronomy. The science was 
regarded by the early Greeks as a mere specu 
lation and “ the very coinage of the brain,” 
till the return of Thales from Egypt, when 
that philosopher taught in the schools, that the 
| earth was a globular form ; that eclipses might 
be calculated, and the sphere divided into 
artic and antartic circles, &c. Thales 
was succeeded by his pupils Anaximander, An- 
aximenes, and Pythagoras, who becoming 
teachers in their turn, and again delegating 
their offices to their disciples, ay some 
of the wildest theories that ever falsified an in- 
fant science. 

Thus, Anaximander believed the stars to be 
talls composed of fire and air, and fixed in re- 
volving spheres ; the earth, he sappoged to oc- 
cupy the center of the universe ; and in assign- 
ing to each of the heavenly bodies its “ place 
and function,” he stated that the sun was 
twenty-eight times larger than the earth, and 
occupied the highest station in the heavens ; 
that the moon held the next ; and the planets 
and fixed stars the next and lowest. Anaxi- 
menes considered the earth a level plain, and 
the heavens a solid concave sphere, from which 
the sun and moon depended like circular plates 
of fire, and whereon the stars were fastened, 
like the brass-headed nails which represented 

lights in the Diorama of London by night. 

Philolaus of Cortona, asserted that the sun 

was a disc of gl.ss, reflecting the Juminiterous 

ether of the world. Parmenides accounted for 

the — of the earth, by asserting that no 
d 


reason could be assigned why it should fall to 
one side rather than the other; and Theo- 
phrastus gravely disputed the wonderous work- 
mauship of the universe, by stating that the 
two hemispheres were badly joined together, 
and that the tract of stars known to us as the 
Milky Way, was only the light that filtered 
through the opening. Anaxagoras, an Ionian 
philosopher, taught that the sun was a mass of 
red-hot iron or heated stones, somewhat bigger 
than the peninsula of Peloponnesus; thus 
“this brave o’erhanging firmament, this majest- 
ical roof, fretted with go'den fire,” was a vault 
of stone built all around us, aud kept from fall. 
ing in on onr heads by the rapidity of its cir- 
culatory motion; that the comets were wan- 
dering stars ; and that the sun was prevented 
from advancing beyond the tropics by the re 
sistance of a devse atmosphere, which forced 
him to retrace his course. 
Pliny reasons that the sun must considera- 
bly exceed Mount Ida in breadth ; and asserts 
that vhe differences observable in the color of 
lanets are to be ascribed, not to their altitude 
—but to their relative vicinities. Thus, a 
cold planet turns its neighbors pale, and a hot 
planet reddens all those which are carried 
within the influence of its vapors. Again, he 
argues that shooting stars do not really fall, 
but are a mere fluid thrown off from others by 
the force of their firé, as the oil is precipitated 
from a burning lamp; and that thunder is a 
celestial flame discharged from the planet Ju- 
piter, ‘as the burnt part of wood 1s cast off 
with a loud noise of crackling” Hence may 
be traced the notion that thunderbolts are dar- 
ted by Jove from his celestial seat. Pythago- 
ras originated that music of the spheres of 
which Lorenzo speaks to Jessica : 
There’s not the orb whic thou behoidest, 
But in his motion like an angel sings, 
St.li quiri: g to the youog eyed cherubim. 
Mis-led by a fanciful and poetic analogy, he 
supposed the planets to emit sounds propor- 
tionate to their respective distances, and to the 
rate of their revolutions, as the tone ofa string 
is regulated by the number of its vibrations.— 
This concert was, of course, too melodious for 
our r sense, and attended the zods with 
“ touches of sweet harmony.” He also taught 
that the moon was an inhabited globe like tbe 
earth.

Macurine ror Cuttine Woop.—A machine 
for cutting cavities, spherical, ellipsoidal, &c..

First, the spherical sbell or cutter turning at 
the samé time on the axis of the sphere of 
which the shell is a part, so as to cut a spheri- 
cal groove or a convex and concave surface of 
less extent than a quadrant of the superfices of 
a sphere vet corresponding in shape to the 
convex surface of aspherical section formed by 
two planes passing through the sphere at right 
angles. Second, a method of giving # com- 
pound motion to the spherical shell or cutter, 
by means of the tight gear wheel revolving on 
the axis of the rocking frame, so as to be in 
convection with the pinion in all po- 
sitions of the rocking frame. ‘Third, the use 
of circular saws set in an obliqae sliding 
frame, in connection with the spherical cutter, 
for the purpose of cutting straight grooves to 
connect with the spherical grooves.

With this number we enter upon another 
year of the Pacific. In doing so it is natural 
to glance at the past and sketch the future. 
We have made progress during the year. Our 
paper is enlarged and our circulation has come, 
we believe,to be second to no other weekly paper 
in the State. With such facilities as we could 
command we have presented the best paper 
that we could; although conscious of many 
imperfections and of great roum for improve- 
ment. During the past year we have been 
called upon to choose positions upon some of 
the most importunt civil questions, that states 
and nations are required to decide. Though 
our sphere is chiefly a religious one, we cannot 
altogether ignore civil relations and civil du- 
ties. It was the money-changers, the huck- 
stering crow, those who made gain of sacri- 
‘fice, that our Savior drove with scourges from 
the temple. In revolutionary times such min- 
isters as })wight and Eels, led out their own 
flocks to battle. There are times of public ca- 
lamity and tumult, that change christians into 
soldiers, and turn the temples of the living 
God into garrisons for troops. Most earnestly 
we hope and pray, that no occasion may again 
arise for demonstrations of the popular might, 
armed to putdown leauged corruption. But 
should it ever occur, should wrong again en- 
trench itself in the place of power, protecting 
criminals and delivering the upright te una- 
venged slaughter, may we be found among 
those citizens who are bold enough and deter- 
mined enough, if necd be, to arm for justice ; 
or may this right hand forget its cunning. 

In the late political contest which enlisted 
the sympathies of all men, although declining 
to become politica) advocate, we did net hes- 
itate to express our conviction of the princi- 
ples at stake, and our preference in the result. 
Long before those principles were represented 
by a party, gathering »s with wings from the 
North, we entered our humble protest against 
the extension of slavery, by the means em- 
ployed, from first to last in the Kansas move- 
ment, as an outrage against human rights and 
infamy in theeyes of the world. Here again 
we repeat that protest: nowise withheld be. 
cause the majority of this State have said, let 
slavery extend until the dark wave breaks over 
our own Sierra mountains. If we would have 
subdued ourselves to silence, and repressed our 
emotions, we might have received a much larger 
patronage, and have enjoyed the sympathy of 
those religionists, who beat a retreat from eve- 
ry moral question when it becomea also polit- 
ical. But we ask not such patronage and 
sympathy at such expense. We have ten thou- 

’ gand readers in the State, who, if they do not 
all agree with our views, at least receive them 
with respect, when expressed as we aim ever 
to express them, with respect and deference 
for every man’s equal right and presumed hon- 
esty of judgment. 

But to each one — we wou!d ever feel and 
teach—all these public affairs are of small mo- 
ment compered with tho-e which concern his in- 
dividual life rather than the life of society. Hu- 
man society is but for aday. States perish and 
their monuments become dust. But individual 
life is an eternal thing. Neither fire can burn 
it, nor can it crumble away. These single 
threads of life, woven into the web of society, 
are spun out through ages of continued exis- 
tence. Except as they form individu | charac: 
ters, institutions and governments are nothing. 
Men exist not for the state and its glory; but 
the State is for men. The State is but the 
rainbow made up of drops reflecting, for a mo- 
ments, the light of Heaven : men are the drop 
that exist, indestructible, when that evanes- 
cent appearance has passed away with the set- 
ting sun or by a breathof wind. The dignity, 
the worth, the interest then attach to each 
gsonl, each life. Bearing this in mind, inciting 
it to thought and worth, we accomplish our 
true mission. The tendency is with us all to 
magnify the interests of the presevt social form 
and neglect the great interests of the ever liv- 
ing soul of man. 

Daring the coming year of these labors of 
the pep, we trust that our columns may be 
made more promotive of great good to men ; 
although we are not lacking of evidence tbat 
many beve found in them instruction and profit 
We would meet thinking minds in their calm 
hours and bring a pew indncement to virtue. 
We wonld kindle ip young men the sense of a 
true ambition. We would find a place in the 
chamber of the sick and relieve a weary hour, 
bringing im freshness and gladpess’ We 
would instract children. We would gain evi- 
dence that we write not in vain as respects 
the eterna) good of immortal minds; that 
it is not in vain that we pass carefol and often 
weary bours over these pages. Then shall 
satisfection increase and self-congratulation be 
beartier than any outward progress wil) in- 
dace. Some of us whose eyes kindie to day, 
and whose brains beat with busy thought, will 
lie in silence before another year has gone.

College. 

There can be but one serious objection 
raised agzinst the endowment of a College by 
private munificence. It is,or must be, con- 
ceded that we greatly need a College ofa hign 
order in this State, and also that we are able 
to endow one richly. The objection to which 
we refer, and which is sometimes made, is that 
the State has provided for the endowment of 
an University. It is trne that the framers of 
our Constitution made liberal provision for 
higher instraction, and secured that a large 
endowment of land should accrue to such use. 
But this provision might be used like a similar 
provision in the State of New York, main- 
taining professorships in already established 
institutions, consistently with the terms of the 
provision, and most consistently with its true 
design. This can be made as truly available 
to the cause of higher education, without the 
establishment of a special State institution as 
with it. There are serious objections to such 
an institution. Wherever one bas been estab- 
lished, under State control, it bas proved an 
utter failure—convincing the friends of educa- 
tion that its interests cannot be safely entrust- 
ed to the unsteadiness and uncertainty of po- 
litical management. Had we been blessed 
with a State institution, sustained by the sale 
of public lands, (so far as the proceeds might 
go after passing through official hands.) the 
faculty appointed by the Bigler administra- 
tion, would be removed by the Johnson admio- 
istration, after the manner of the removal of 
the physicians in management of the Stock- 
ton Insane Asylum. Nothing is too eacred 
for political hands. Every legislator must 
take hold of the ark to steady it in the rough 
places, when the oxen are running away with it. 
Of all things a college to be efficient, must not be 
subject to the perpetual mutations of the po- 
litical atmosphere. Discipline, progress, every- 
thing not rest steadiness and independence of 
popular influences. Other States have tried a 
State institution and failed. Michigan has 
tried it, and her university is outstripped by 
impoverished institutions far to the westward of 
itself. In all new states particularly, the real- 
izing of such an idea, ig wholly impracticable. 
Everyone knows that nothing stable in an insti- 
tution in our State, could be secured by popular 
political control. There are peculiar obstacles 
here. ‘To attempt to derive an income by the 
saleof lands for a university, would only be 
to throw them into the hands of speculators, 
to destroy our prospective inheritance for the 
cause of education. Moreover the lands are 
not surveyed or located. Years must elapse 
before these things can be done, and when they 
can be, the yearly income can be better appro- 
priated to college education, than in the 
establishment of a university politically con- 
trolled. And now the college is needed. It 
is needed for crowds of young men and boye, 
who would be invited to classic study if it 
were here. It is needed to give to this State 
a generation of thoughtful, studious men, ap- 
preciative and promotive of kuowledge, rather 
than an ignorant generation whose activities 
overbalance their wisdom. 

It is needed to consecrate the wealth of the 
State to taste and genius, and subdue the gross 
forms of active life to the beauty which the 
schools impart. It is needed to give just 
views of morals, and to sustain free institu- 
tions ; for slavery and subserviency to tyrants 
have not their roots in the schools. It is 
needed as a beauty and a glory in this land 
which we have chosen as our home. 

Men of California, let us rear the College to 
stand a proud memorial of early, well-directed 
liberality, when another generation have taken 
the place of the present, and we are then 
known, not by our wealth, but only by our 
works. We have spoken already of the pecu- 
liar inducements which now exist to engage in 
this undertaking. 

Divorce. 

Perhaps the readiest and most effectual rem- 
edy for this chronic infliction ofCalifornia would 
be to make these, like other criminal trials, 
public. The only punishment for iofidel- 
ity in the marriage relation, one of the greatest 
of crimes, is the public odium of conviction. 
Phere is no infliction of fine or imprisonment— 
only the disgrace which attends conviction. 
But this is sufficient. In all communities, the 
verdict of the world, following the evidence ta- 
ken in open court, proves a sufficient punish- 
ment to check the commission of the crime.— 
But our courts manage to do away this odium 
by a “short and easy method. of divorce, or 
“a cure, warranted genuine and po pain.” 

The matter is handed over toa referee. The 
referee may be—and often is, in the interest of 
the prosecuting attorney. The public only 
know that the divorce is granted: of the reas- 
ons for it, not having the evidence, they are 
utterly unable to judge. The responsibility 
and odium are thus divided between the guilty 
and the innocent party; neither condemned, 
neither acquitted in public esteem. The only 
punishment provided in such a case is avoided; 
the only reparation justice can make to the in- 
nucent party is denied ; for a8) things are, the 
granting of a divorce is well known to amount 
to no acquittal of the party obtaining the di- 
vorce. 


\ 
Should our courts return to the more—com- 
mon practice in other States, doubtless many 


cases of scandal would occupy the public prints. 
But the frequency of divorce cases would |les- 
sen. Those who, on trivial grounds, now make 
application, would be deterred when the mat- 
ter must be a public one. Quarrels would be 
healed which now seek a ready issue in separa- 
tion. Guilt would be restrained, and crime be 
less bold and wanton, when the guilty one must 
alone and marked before the world, bear the 
disgrace which should ever attach to the viola- 
tion of the most sacred obligations, whose only 
bond is honor and truth, and whose ooly pun- 
isnpment, shame. 

There is no reason whatever why the exam} 
pation of such cases, which are io their nature 
criminal, although the punishment is not the 
same as awarded to other crimes, should not 
be placed oo a level with other prosecutions. 
It is true there is a morbid appetite in the com- 
munity for tanefal details. Bat public opinion 
is very certain to regulate their publicity ; or, 
if that fails, let the courts sit with closed doors. 
In other cases, the examination of witnesses 
and cross-examination, when they cap be pro 


duced in Court, is deemed necessary to arrive | 


at truth, and dispense justice. 

It is equally so in divorce cases. Witnesses 
should be made to confront each other. The 
taking of testimony by, perbaps. an interest- 
ed referee; and his eolored report, are not a sef- 
ficient guide, when such great interests of soci 
ety, as well as of individuals, are concerned. 
The present system isa fraitfal source of im- 
morality, crime and sorrow. It demands re- 
formation. The root of the evil is im the very 
practice which we have named. We are ip 
formed that it is diseretionary with the coarts, 
whether to receive the testimony m sach cases 
m open court, or not. If so, we hope that the 
judges will reform the practice which has eb 
tamed us.

Miszry, Want, Sicxness Deata.—The 
TownTalk of Monday morning guve the particu. 
lars of a case of destitution of a fomily lately 
arriving in our city, which is horrifying to 
think of. The Talk says :— 


“Aman named Weir, aceompanied by his 
wife and three ehildren, arrived here a week 
or two since oone of the stean«rs from New 
York, his former place of residence. Upon 
landing here, himself aud family were sick, 
and they went to a publie bouse, where al) his 
money was spent ip paying for their first day 
and night's bill. He then rented a room in 
the alley running outof Pacific street, just 
above Kearney, where they all removed. The 
only article of household furniture or bedding 
of any description which they had was a sin- 
gle blanket! Wt®ut money, food, medicine, 
or any necessaries whatever, the whole party, 
too sick to go out, remained in their miserable 


— 
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apartment a number of days, having no friend 
or acquaintance to care for them. Accident 
finally brought one of their neighbors to their 
room, who found them enduring the greatest 
degree of suffering, and one of the children, 
aged eight or nine years, lying dead on the top 
of a tranok, the only bed it bad, and its cover- 
ing nothing but the seanty raiment it wore on 
the e up! Their condition became 
known to Mr. Kaute, the humane proprieier of 
the New York Bakery, on Kearney street, and 
he has, since they were discovered last Mon-~ 
day, supplied them with such neceszaries as 
they required. In this he has been aided by 
contributions from many of our benevolent 
citizens, and also acharitable lady residing on 
Powell street, who has supplied the children 
with clothing, but whose name we regret we 
eould not learn. The father, mother and chil- 
dren are in a fair way to recovbr. The deceas~ 
ed child, whose death was evidently caused by 
hunger and expesure, has been decently buri- 
ed, and every attention is being shown the 
unfortunates which their situation require.” 


Subsequently the following communication 
was published,from which it will be seen that 
Mrs, Baldwin, the Secretary of the Female P. 
& R. Society, is the person who first sought 
out and relieved this family :— 


Messrs Epirors—Coroner Kent was called 
on the 14th of November to bury the child of 
Mr: Wier, living in the rear of 197 Pacific st., 
near Kearney; and finding them in great des- 
titution, immediately applied to the agent of 
the Ladies’ Relief Soci ty, who found them as 
represented in the Zown Zalk, and immedia:ely 
went out to procure the means of obtaining a 
bed and other comforts. She sentthem a bed- 
stead, bed, chairs, table, stove and groceries, 
and spoke to others to interest them in the 
ease, which has procured them further assists 
ance. The deceased child was buried by Cor- 
oner Kent. She did not die of starvation and 
exposure, for she had been sick in Nicaragua 
with the isthmus fever five months previous to 
her arrival here. The family wentto Nicara- 
gua tosettle, whereall of them contracted the 
fever and were more or less sick. They had 
been in this city justtwo weeks when the 
daughter died. They stated they had abund- 
ance of clothing—had one mattre-s and two 
pair of blankets Credit is due the individu- 
als mentioned in the article referred to; but 
their situation had been materially alleviated 
previous to the:r hnowledge of thecase. There 
is nO occasion for distress to remain long un- 
alleviated in our midst, Our citizens are gen- 
erous when made acquainted with facts, and 
our relief societies are grateful for opportuai- 
ties of doing good. 

EXAMINATION, 
The examination of the above-named Bald- 
win and wife in the Police Court developed 
some strange and remarkable characterics, to 
which certain species of the human family are 
sometimes subject. We have rarely seen an 
instance of such inhuman treatment of ones 
own offspring, and base cruelty towards a 
child. It will be remembered that they were 
arrested upon a charge of an attempt to com-~ 
mit murder by leaving a sick child ofsix years 
of age exposed to the inclement weather in an 
outhouse without sufficient protection.

Both parents appear tobe hardened, inhu- 
mao wretches, und totally unfit for the care or 
protection of children, Thefollowing letter to 
the Alia from Mrs. Baldwin, will show what 
has been done with the children of the pri- 
soners. The society whichMrs. B. represente, 
is doing an invaluable amount of good—much 
of which is unheralded to the world: 
Epirors Atta:—Allow me to make a brief 
statement in relation to the revolting case of 
barbarity lately brought to the notice of the 
public. The children of Mrs. Heary Baldwin 
were to-day placed in my charge, and presen- 
ted a most filthy and pitiable sight. In addi- 
tion to dirt, vermin was found upon their 
bodies, and the younger ehild is bruised upon 
its nose, cheek, neck and back, while its limbs 
and arms are exceedingly emaciated. The 
children have been cleaned and comfortably 
clothed, and placed under the care of a kind 
and worthy woman, who will act the part of 
a mother to them for the present, and be paid 
hy the Ladies Reliet Society. The appearance 
of the younger child, whois entirely helpless, 
with its calloused and bruised back, caused, 
according to the other child’s testimony, by 
blows from the mother, implicates the mother 
as deeply as the stepfather inthe inhuman 
treatment. By publishing these facts, you 
will inform the public of the true state of the

The Libel Case. 
The case of the People vs. James W. Walsh, 


Jacob C. Young, and Joseph H. Josselyn, indis 


ted for a libel, against Dr. Lewis J. Cz«pkay, 
occupied the Court ofg Sessions for several 
days, exciting much attention and argument. 
The libel was a publication in @ paper pab- 
lished by Walsh, called the Sunday Varvagee. 
This delectable sheet was originally sent into 
the world, by the famous Billy Mulligan, to 
favor his particular view® of California life, 
but not proving pecuniarily succesefal, the late 
Deputy Treasurer, discontinued its publication. 
Sometime last summer it was started anew, and 
it is charged, that Walsb was associated with 
Young and Josselyn in its publication, aud 
that they are all liable for the alleged libel, 
published in that paper on the 3d of August 
last. Dr. Czapkay, waseworn as a witvess for 
the prosecution, and testified at great length, to 
all the facts connected with the pubiication in 
question, and the connection of each of the 
defendants with the paper. He gave a full bis- 
tory of his life, including his studies in the 
college—his licences from the Medical Univers 
sity in Pesth -his enjistment in the Hungarian 
Army with Gen. a—his capture by the 
Russiane, and imprisonment by the Austrian 
authorities—bis escape und immigration tothe 


United States and his struggles since. In giv~ 


ing his testimony, the Dr. appeared perfectly 
frank, and won by his demeaur the good 
opinion of those present. | 

Abel R. Biggs, testified to Dr. Josselyn’s hir- 
ing rooms of him, for the publication office of 
the Suoday Varictics, that he stated, that 
himself and another person would controi the 

r. 

ay F. Knott, testified that he knew the de- 
fendants, and rentsa house to the Sunday Va- 
rieties. Walsh gave me an order on Dr. Jos- 
selyn for sent, but afterwards paid it himself. 
He said he would keep at Czapkay until he 
ruined him. Every paper up to Aug. 3d, con- 
tained articles ridiculing Czapkay. That por- 
tion relating to him was generally prominent 
on the Balletin board in front of the publica-~ 
tion office, on Montgomery street. 

Wwm. Kibbe, testifigd that Josselyn told him, 
that Walsh was to have nothing to do with 
the paper, but to conduct it forus. Did not 
let toWalsh, the rooms. 

Several others testified, as to the relations 
existing between the defendants, and the man~ 
ner in which the paper was conducted. 

The testimony for the pro<ecution, failing to 
connect Dr. Young with the publication of the 
Sunday Varieties, the Court directed the jury 
to find a verdiet of acquittal, which was done, 
and Dr. Young discharged. 

After a motion to quash the indictment, for 
some imperfection in the reading, was overrul- 
od by the Court, James W. Walsh, one of the 
defendants, was called to the stand for the d«- 
gence. He testified, that he was sole propries 
tor, editor and publisher of the paper,—that 
Josselyn had no interest in the proprietorship, 
that the only connexion he had, was to make 
the paper a medium for advertising. 

Dr. Crapkay, was called by the defence, and 
various questions propounded to him for the 
purpose of testing his scientific and _ medical 
knowledge. In answer he stated, that having 
an imperfect knowledge of the English lan« 
guage, it would be neceseary for him to answer 
in his native Hungariantongue. Subsequent~ 
Dr. Czapkay became too ill to visit the Court- 
room and the case was continued over until 
next seséion.

Miss Sarah Solomon, Miss 
Anna McKee, Miss Mary Casebolt, Miss Nellie 
Fairbanks Miss Pearson, Miss Mary Tingley and 
several others, whose names are not remember- 
ed; among the boys, Masters Stewart, Thom- 
as, Williams, Savage and others, whom it is 
exhilerating to hear. Their singing begins to 
be elegant. Mrs, Oliphat, whose wusical genis 
us and accomplishments, ueed no expressions 
of praise in this community, has been in the 
habit for a few weeks past, of spending ao 
half bour with the school, as she could com- 
wand it. This, and their piano, communicated 
a general and very fine musical spiritus. Eve- 
ry scholar, boys and all, seemed to sing in 
nearly all the parts of an intricate piece.
